DESPITE DEADLOCK 


Engineers To Map Out 
“Sequence of Procedure” 
and Prepare To Begin 
Actual Construction. 


With the impasse between the Geor- 
via Power company and the bridge 
committee of city council still un- 
broken concerning conditions on which 


the company will contribute $400,000 
for construction of the Pryor street 
and Central avenue viaducts, engi- 
neers representing interests inyolved 
in erection of the projects Tuesday 
began mapping out a “sequence of pro- 
cedure’ and prepared to begin actual 
construction just as soon as working 
drawings are completed and contracts 
et. 

Another meeting of the engineers is 
slated for 2 o'clock this afternoon in 
the office of Chief of Construction 
William A. Hansell. and the hope was 
expressed that the deadlock will be 
broken and all funds necessary to con- 
struction of the improvements and for 
retirement of all damages, actual and 
consequential, will be provided before 
the city attempts to begin work. 

Funds to retire consequential dam- 
ages incident to erection of the bridges 
must be provided from the power 
company donation, some other source 
or current tax revenue of the city di- 
verted to make such retribution, ac- 
cording to statements. Tuesday after- 
noon by A. J. Orme, chairman of the 
finance committee of city council; B. 
Graham West, city comptroller; Mr. 
Hansell and other high officers of the 
city government.

The fare 
will be $100 each, with a limit of 
ten passengers weighing not more than 
185 pounds each.

periment in paternalizing the farmers 
who over-gambled on war inflation 
and land greed,

The Farmers Georgia Needs. 

There is a kind of farmer of which 
Georgia stands in great need. He is 
the intelligent, specially educated 
roung farmer who will take a solemn 
legal oath. before he is given a deed to 
a single foot of farm land, that he 
will not plant a single cotton seed on 
that land. Let the old “all-cotton” 
caterpillars now running fhat losing 
game have the full monopoly of it. 

If we breed, bribe or bait young 
men of that order and mind upon the 
farms of the state, we can soon regen- 
erate the commonwealth and convert 
it into the real “Garden of Eden” 
of the southeast. 

It would be a God's blessing to 
Georgia to have half our present 4,- 
000,000 acres of cotton crop land 
turned into pastures, planted to forage 
crops for the grazing of beef cattle. 

Every year in Georgia we consume 
191,000,000 pounds of beef—which is 
just 190,000,000 pounds too much, 
since beef is not necessary for the 
safest system of health. 
will eat b-ef and we people in Geor- 
gia only raise 98,000,000 pounds of 
the beef that our people annually eat. 

In othe words we register a yearly 
deficiency of 93,000,000 pounds of 
beef and send out of the state $18,- 
600.000 to buy that red meat that 
could be easily, cheaply and profitably 
raised on Georgia stock farms.

Another God’s Blessing Needed. 


It would also be a wonderful bless- 


ing from the Almighty if, by some 
providence of His, half the remainder 
of the cotton farms in Georgia could 
he taken over by swine-breeders and 
turned into hog ranches. 

We have the greasy habit of con- 
suming every year in this state some 
264,000,000 pounds of hog products, 
principally pork. 

Moses found out over 4,000 years 
ago that hogs are unclean and their 
flesh the greatest of all disease car- 
riers. The Georgia scientists have 
in these modern davs discovered that 
Moses was right about the hog and 
wise in putting the kibosh on his 
meat. 

But we go right on in Georgia eat- 
ing our 264,000,000 pounds of pork 
products annually and producing in 
our Georgia hog-runs only 66,000,- 
000 pounds. For the other 198,000,- 
000 pounds we send away from the 
state $30,000,000. 

What darned fools we are! 

And that’s what makes me say that 


Georgia has altogether too many farm- 


ers of the sort now on the lands of the 
state, and that what we ought to 
invite and set is a larger army of cow, 
cattle, hog and hen farmers. 

The state could well afford to offer 
a bonus for every one such who will 
register with her!

DO YOU REALLY KNOW 
HEALTH? 

One question in the first health 
questionnaire we held in June, was: 

6. Give the best known method of 
resuscitation for the apparentiy 
drowned. 

Only two or three of the many read- 
ers who sent in answers had this one 
right. A lot of readers named or indi- 
cated the method, but that wasn’t the 
question. We asked the reader to 
give the method. That meant a de- 
scription of the procedure, It had been 
described, the prone pressure maneu- 
ver, in Schaefer's own words, in this 
column a few weeks before we pub- 
lished the questionnaire, and we want- 
ed to see whether readers learn things 
we try to teach in this way.

Senora Bazan Describes Feminine Element-in Industry ::: 


To Change Club Women’s Lives

“American influence is changing. 
the lives of women in Cuba.” 

This came from a charming Cuban 
woman at the Biltmore hotel—one 
whose vermilion gown of Oriental 
brilliance proclaimed her as one who 
accepts without question the theory 
that a woman’s mission, although 
there are doubtless many, is primarily 
to be beautiful. : 

In response to a question in Eng- 
lish, which she understands, she spoke 
the words in soft Spanish-to her hus- 
band, Secretary of the _ Interior 
Rogerro Zayas Bazan, of Cuba, who 
is in Atlanta in the interest of his 
study of American prison, systems, 
whe in turn acted as interpreter. 

“The home life of Cuba is ideal,’ 
she smiled as she spoke of children 
and home, never losing in her enthu- 
siasm a dignity which was intens)- 
fied by the witchery of dark lashes 
over blue-gray eyes. a flower-like 
frailness offset by long pearl ear- 
drops and the suggestion of a mysti- 
fying pungent perfume. “The Cubans 
are considered the best mothers in all 
the world.” ae 

“But the number of women in in- 
dustry is steadily increasing. The 
time was when a Cuban family con- 
sidered it a tragedy if circumstances 
necessitated a woman’s performing 
tasks other than the customary duties 
of the home. Now, however, there is 
n noticeable increase of thoye who 
are finding a place elsewhere. In a 
ten cent store of a well-known Ameri- 
ean chain of stores, recently opened 
in Cuba. women are being allowed to 
work as clerks, an unprecedented 
privilege in this country where all

such positions are held as a rule by 
Spaniards.

“Club activities among Cuban wom- 
en are conducted along the same lines 
as those here, being planned with a 
view to the welfare of children. the 
betterment of civic conditions, the ad- 
vancement of patriotic ideals, and the 
fostering of those movements, in some 
cases, which afford greater freedom 
for women. 

“Women at the present time do not 
vote in Cuba. However, an amend- 
ment allowing them the franchise has 
passed both bodies of the congress, a 
general election in January or Feb- 
ruary being still necessary before it 
becomes ‘law.” an 

Senora Bazan became animated as 
she spoke of the land where she was 
born, and where, with the exception 
of many years spent in travel, she 
has made her home. Her eyes bright- 


ened and a subtle indescribable charm |. 


seemed almost apparent. 

“Since the appointment two years 
ago by general governor of Cuba of 
Superintendent of Schools Frye, the 
thorough and enlightening influénce 
of the American public school system 
has been apparent in the school life 
of Cuba. Numbers in charge of schoo! 
since that time have been acquainted 
with the American policies and prac- 
tices, 

“Clothes that are seen in the 
streets of Atlanta, prevail in Cuba. 
Many of the customs, of course are 
the same. English is being learned 
from necessity. Cuba being the best 
customer of the United States, and 
the United States being the largest 
buyer of Cuba.”

Washington, September 13.—(/)— 
The territory embraced by the third 
federal land bank district, including 
the South Atlantic states, is in better 
shape as a whole than it was last 
year, Howard 8. Arnold, president of 
the federal land bank at Columbia, 
S C., said in a report prepared to- 
day for the meeting here of the fed- 
eral farm loan board and presidents 
of the land banks. 

The states have had the best for- 
nge and feed crops it has had in 
years, he said, and is practicing more, 
diversification in the cotton belt than 
might be expected “and such farmers 
as are doing this will be prosperous.” 

“Those who are not but are stick- 
ing to the old way of one crop, that 
of cotton.” he declared, “will not be 
prosperous, or persons or corporations 
that hold such farmers’ paper to any 
extent will be correspondingly hurt. 
We cannot at this time tell just 
how many of such farmers are our 
customers, but our collections § since 


delinquencies have been very good, 
and there is an increased interest 
shown in the purchase of farm lands 
since the first of August, though there 
will be more farm lands sold at fore- 
closure this winter of all cotton farm- 
ers.”
